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THE ELECTIONS 


The elections featured in 
this month’s BN have been 
a mixed bag. The party did 


very well indeed in the May 


council elections with 
good first time results in 
both Yorkshire and the 
West Midlands. All the 
comparable results were 
up. | 
Following the council 
elections, many hoped that 
while entrenching the 
party into the political 
landscape with the Euro 
Elections, getting the 
message out to more 
people than ever before 
and recruiting for the next 
big push, that the party 
might at the same time get 
a reasonable region-wide 
vote and possibly save a 
deposit or two (achieved 
upon reaching 2% per 
cent). 

In the event, the party’s 
region-wide polls at no time 
exceeded 2 per cent. This 
is the result of two factors 
primarily. Firstly, the party’s 
core working class support 
is not highly motivated to 
go out and vote on the 
European issue. Party 
Organisers have met 
supporters to be told that 
they didn’t vote because 
“Europe isn’t important, but 
we'll vote at the next 
council/parliamentary 
election.” While this 
statement couldn’t be more 
wrong, it does at least offer 
hope for the next set of 
elections! Furthermore, 
once party voters get the 
idea that the BNP takes 
Europe seriously, then 
they may yet come out next 
time. 

Secondly, there is no 
doubt that most of the anti- 
EU vote went to UKIP. UKIP, 
the party that the BNP 
resoundingly thrashed at 
the Uxbridge by-election, 
looked dead and buried 
and would not have won 
the three seats it did but 
for heavy media plugging. 
The BNP, on the other hand, 
was largely ignored and 
when it was mentioned, 
wasn’t associated with 
being anti-EU. 

On the other hand, UKIP’s 
single issue is unlikely to 
help them make headway 
at either council or 
Parliamentary level. The 
BNP’s vote can only rise. 
And looking at the 
breakdown of the figures, 
with whole areas 
exceeding 3% — including 
some never before 
contested or leafleted, that 
can only give cause for 
hope.

A TALE OF ETHNIC CLEANSING 


Aside from Kosovo, low intensity 
ethnic cleansing is going on in 
England. The descendants of the 
people that have lived on these 
islands for 10,000 years are being 
forced out by a new wave of 
aggressive immigrants. 

Oldham is a prime example of this 
process. In the Werneth, Glodwick, 
Royton north and Chadderton 
central districts, white people are 
under constant attack from gangs 
of Asian race-hate thugs. 

Both last year and this, figures 
reveal that white people are 
overwhelmingly the victims of 
racially motivated crime in Oldham. 
Other former cotton towns share 
the same pattern. 

The race attacks are always 
unprovoked and detectives usually 
describe them as ‘motiveless’. 
Often, the race thugs use the 
opportunity to enrich themselves at 
the same time. The victims are 
usually men, but that doesn’t stop 
elderly women being the victims 
either, like the 66-year-old woman 
who was attacked and punched in 
the face outside her own home. In 
the same week two men were 
mugged by gangs numbering three 
and four. 

February, aside from a mugging 
saw three race attacks. A 38-year- 
old man was subject to attack which 
left him with facial cuts and 
concussion; two brothers were 
attacked in an underpass by a gang 
who used sticks to beat the pair 
leaving them with cuts and bruises; 
never known for their bravery, up 
to 20 of these thugs attacked a 20-

year-old cutting his face open. 

March saw a 15-year-old attacked 
by a 10-strong gang. He was treated 
for injuries after being punched in 
the face; a 17-year-old was attacked 
by a 4-strong gang with sticks and 
bottles. He was also robbed and 
needed treatment to a gashed head; 
a 20-year-old was punched in the 
face then hit over the head with a 
brick by two men after they stopped 
to ask him for a cigarette in the 
street; two teenagers walking along 
the street were set upon by a 5- 
strong gang. Three pursued one of 
the youths (who managed to get 
away) while the other two launched 
a serious attack on the other leaving 
him with a broken arm, broken ribs, 
cuts and bruises; another race 
attacker leaned out of a car window 
holding a hockey stick to hit a 17- 
year-old pedestrian as the car sped 
by. As usual, it was a ‘motiveless’ 
attack; proving that not only Asians 
can be racist, but black people can 
too, four black youths pulled up in 
a car, picked a fight with and racially 
abused two white teenagers, then 
stabbed one 19-year-old in the head. 
The racists are also happy to make 
girls the victim of their ugly hate: In 
the same month, a 15-year-old white 
girl was attacked by a 6-strong gang 
of masked Asian youths who 
shouted racial abuse at her before 
punching her about the head and 
face. 

In April it was more of the same. 
One man had his car attacked by 15 
men when trying to park it causing 
£1,200 worth of damage; a 21-year- 
old man was stabbed in the stomach 
by one of a 4-strong 
gang in yet another 
‘motiveless’ attack; 
a 27-year-old man 
had his face slashed 
open with a stanley 
knife after being 
confronted by a 
group of racist 
thugs. He received 
cuts to his face and 
forehead; another 
man out walking his 
dog was stoned by a 
1Q0-strong gang 
causing cuts and 
bruises to his 
shoulder and back; 
two days earlier, a 
15-year-old was shot 
with an air rifle and 
had to undergo 
surgery after being 
chased by a gang of 
five; a 16-year-old 
walking along the 
road was sprayed in 
the face with a 
noxious substance

Before Christmas, a 17 and an 18- 
year-old were attacked and robbed 
in two separate incidents; a 21-year- 
old was attacked in yet another 
‘motiveless’ attack by four Asians 
as was a 48-year-old man in a 
separate incident. The latter suffered 
injuries to his face and ribs and was 
left with a fractured cheek bone. 

What is happening in Oldham is a 
veritable epidemic of racially 
motivated attacks. White people are 
the victims. To date, not a single 
attacker involved in any of the 
incidents listed above has been

caught. 

It was only when two policemen 
trying to arrest a man for hurling 
abuse in the street were attacked in 
February by an Asian mob in 
Werneth that the police deployed 
officers in force. No such policing, 
however, has been used to try and 
arrest the serial Asian race-hate 
thugs who prey on young or lone

face racial intimidation and beatings, 
the police are rather better at 
catching the haters. One such is evil 
monster Mohammed Hameed, who 
attempted to murder Richard Shaw. 
Hameed, aged 19 along with two 
others who have never been caught 
robbed the petrol station where he 
worked. They could have then made 
their escape. Instead, one of the gang 
stabbed Richard in the back. 
Hameed then stabbed Richard in the 
chest and twice in the head. Evil 
Hameed got just 5% years for this 
horrendous attempted murder. 

Three more Bury thugs are due 
to appear in court in September after 
being involved in a racially motivated 
attack upon several white youths 
which resulted in them needing 
hospital treatment. Imran Younis, 
Irfan Younis and an unnamed 16- 
year-old are on bail. 

Meanwhile back in Oldham, the 
attacks continue without respite. 
The aim, as the Chief Superintendent 
of Oldham said last year, is clear: it 
is to create an exclusive area for 
non-whites which can only be done 
by driving out the white residents 
living there. It’s called ethnic 
cleansing or genocide. 

BN says that no one — black, 
white or Asian should be subject to 
attack purely on account of their skin 
colour. If these attacks were being 
perpetrated against blacks or Asians

BNP COUNCIL ELECTION RESULTS 


The party’s May council election results show 
two things. Firstly, the party is still not big 
enough or well enough organised in many 
areas to be able to contest two sets of elections 
at the same time — that is the local council 
elections as well as the European election 
(there were no elections in London). There is 
no excuse for this since the two elections were 
separated by five weeks and while council 
elections are about foot-slogging and hard 
work, the Euro election was, essentially, a 
money-raising exercise. Neither should have 
interfered with the other. The second thing 
to emerge from the May elections is that 
our results are up everywhere! 

The jewel in the BNP’s crown is clearly the 
Black Country. Steve Edwards’ vote of 505 
for 17.2% of the vote is not only a personal 
triumph, but an eye-opener for his former 
colleagues who chose to remain in the National 
Democrats after Steve and the W. Mids. Nat- 


Dems joined the party en masse last year. They 
were warned by the Nat Dems: “You won’t 
get anywhere with the BNP.” But Steve more 
than doubled his previous 8% vote in this ward 
from when he last stood as a Nat-Dem in 1997 
by getting more than 17%. This score is very 
near that obtained by East London’s Barry 
Osborne when he got 20% of the vote in a 
by-election in Millwall ward. A year later the 
party won the seat! 

Steve’s wife Sharron also stood for the 
party, this time in Great Bridge ward. In a first 
time effort, Sharron hit 209 votes for 12.9% 
of the poll! The two shock votes for the 
Edwards’ has resulted in weeks of newspaper 
publicity. Everyone now knows that, in the 
Black Country at least, a BNP vote is not a 
wasted vote. 

Elsewhere in the W. Midlands, Jeff 
Astbury took 130 votes in Kings Norton 
ward, Birmingham for 3.5% — up from

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2.9% last year. Lee Windridge, standing in 
Birmingham along with Jeff contested the 
Longbridge ward and notched up 133 votes 
for 2.8% of the poll. Neil Phillips flew the 
flag for the party in Mid-Staffs standing in 
the Western Springs ward of Cannock 
Chase District Council. His vote of 48 may 
have been the lowest, but a small electorate 
meant that he scored a very reasonable 
4.3%. In a separate parish council election 
in the same ward, Neil took 91 votes for 
9.1% of the poll. Steve Batkin stood once 
again in Fenton Green ward to see his vote 
go back up to the 5% mark with 74 votes 
after it dipped to just over 3.3% last year; 
and Simon Darby stood once again in 
Dudley’s Castle & Priory ward (he last 
stood, like Steve Edwards in 1997, as a Nat- 
Dem) to find himself pitted against a first- 
time NF candidate. Simon’s 118 votes 
accounted for 8.1% of the poll — more than 
three times the NF vote, easily pushing them 
into last place. This made a W. Mids. 
average of 7.9%. 

The only other region of the party to stand

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in the elections was Yorkshire BNP. Richard 
Mulhall, the Calderdale Organiser deserves a 
mention for increasing the number of wards 
fought in the borough from two last year to 
five this year. Richard was, once again, the 
party’s candidate for Illingworth and scored 
103 votes for 6.5% — up from 6.2% last year. 
In nearby Todmorden, Regional Organiser 
Chris Jackson stood once again to score 78 
votes for 2.8% — up from 2.6% last year. 
Both increases are modest, but they are at least 
going in the right direction. 

Stuart Hall represented the party in Mixenden 
ward and notched up 59 votes in a first time 
effort for 4% of the vote; and Rachel Clarke 
stood in Odenden ward to score 86 votes for 
6.2%, while Adrian Marsden stood in nearby 
St. Johns ward to take 213 votes or 6.3% of 
the vote, making a respectable Yorkshire 
average of 5.2% of the vote. 

This made the BNP’s national share of the 
vote 6.8%. This is a good set of results which 
only need building upon and adding to by those 
regions which didn’t stand this time. One thing 
which is very clear from the party’s Millwall 
experience is that the push at local level must 
be on a broad front across the whole UK.

Despite all the smear-mongering 
about the London nail bombs, and 
massive plugs for UKIP in various 
national papers, more than 100,000 
people voted BNP on June 10th. 
Since the national turnout was only 
23%, this figure suggests that the 
party has a support base, even now 
of 450,000. 

While at first glance, the BNP’s 
average results for Euro °’99 seem 
low, this is hardly to be wondered 
at since Euro ’99 was the first British 
election ever in which the BNP 
contested every seat, the majority 
of which had never before been 
contested and so yielded votes 
which dragged down the average. 
But, peeling away the top layer in 


any region marked ‘average vote’, 
a highly encouraging picture 
emerged. In nearly every comparable 
seat at parliamentary level, the 
party’s vote is up and in some cases, 
up considerably. 

The fact is that, aside from the 
three deposit saving seats of ’97 
(which may have represented a 
high-water-mark this side of a major 
party rebranding) and two in 
Newham (not a million miles from 
one of the nail bomb attacks), nearly 
every result was up. 

In the Eastern’ region’s 
Broxbourne (Herts) the vote was up 
from 1.3% in 1997 to 2.38% on 
June 10; Epping Forest was up from 
1.3% to 2.3%; and in a first-time

poll, Rochford and Southend East 
turned in 2% of the vote. 

In the North West, the average of 
1.34% masked excellent results of 
around 3⁄2% in a whole clutch of 
seats while in London, the vote in 
Mitcham & Morden rose from 
1.09% to 2.05% — and was typical 
—while the vote in Dagenham 
practically doubled from 2.5% to 
4.69% and in next door Barking up 
from 2.7% to 4.93%, so there is 
much to be cheery about. 

It was infuriating to watch the 
media deny by omission that the 
BNP was even contesting the 
election, and when they did admit 
it, claim that the anti-EU vote would 
go to UKIP — as if the BNP is not

The BBC and Channel Five are still planning to show the 
broadcast tonight (May 21} and claim they are bound by the 
Representation Of The People Act to give time to every party 
which has a Jarge enough list of candidates Jur next month's 
European Elections. 

A spokesman for the BBC said: “Broadcasters make time for 
party clectton broadcastes for any party that meets the threshold 
which has been agreed in advance for this election. That means 
they must put up a full slate of candidates in every region.” 

Lawyers from the National Assembly Agamnst Racism (NAAR) 
and the Jewish Council for Racial Equality (JCORE) argued Lhat 
the BBC did not have to carry the BNP’s broaccast as the broad- 
cast iseli would be in breach of the Public Order Act. 

“The mere fact that the BNP proposes to field a particular num- 
her of candidates ai the Furopean election itrposes ne legal oblig- 
ation on the BBC to facilitate such a broadcast,” they said in a let- 
ter to the BBC.

Burnley and Norwich, East Anglia, 

according to internal documents 
obtained by Tribune. 

BNP leafleting has been taking place 
for some time in Burnley, in areas the 
party says are affected “by an extremely 
high level of race hate attacks against 
white people”. 

The Norwich group has been formed 
by a number of former National Front 
activists and an inaugural meeting was 
addressed by BNP publicity director 
Nick Griffin, who later this year will 
challenge chairman John Tyndall for 
the leadership of the party. 

Mr Griffin has been at the forefront of 
attempts to remould the BNP as a com- 
munity-based organisation campaigning 
on issues ranging from Britain’s mem- 
bership of the European Union to the 
protection of the Green Belt, alongside 


traditional targets such as immigration, 
multi-culturalism and mixed marriage. 

The party has set up a “family circle” 
known as Renaissance, a professional 
development team with experience in 
sales and personnel training, and an 
“instant response group” in the run-up 
to the European elections in which it 
intends to distribute 15 million leaflets 
and secure a political broadcast. 

According to the latest members’ 
bulletin, BNP-supporting postal work- 
ers are being asked to “keep a very close 
watch on extreme Left-wing colleagues 
who might be tempted to ‘lose’ our 
material”. 

The bulletin urges Post Office staff ta 
report interference with the mail, a 
sackable offence, to work superiors or to 
the BNP itself. 

Meanwhile, there aré indications that 
the BNP is following up its latent

And the party’s virtual 
manifesto launch on the Internet received the 
best coverage of any other party full stop. 
The party’s use of the Internet has also been

one of the notable features of this campaign, 
aiding press enquiries by way of online 
candidate’s photographs, biographies, short 
statements of party policy and of course, the 
full text of the manifesto itself. 

Also up there in cyberspace is the party’s 
TV broadcast for any who managed to miss 
it first time.With free ISPs and digital TV to 
provide near exponential Internet growth for 
the next two years, the party is well placed to 
take advantage of the explosive growth of this 
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new medium. 

A full-colour election address for each 
region has nevertheless been the spearhead 
of the party’s campaign and, even more 
importantly, for the recruitment of the next 
generation of members. For if this election 
was about anything, it was about two things: 
First, the party’s continuing effort to reposition 
itself as an acceptable repository for the 
public’s vote — presenting the kind of patriotic 
image which is wanted by the vast majority 
of the British people and second, recruiting 
more. activists. Fifteen-million election 
addresses and the growth that will generate 
will propel the party onto a completely 
different level of political activity. It will provide 
the strength in depth to enable, in a year or 
two, areally concerted council election effort 
which could well see the party win seats 
which will in turn provide the springboard for 
a Massive increase in growth. 

And when that happens, unlike when the 
party last won a council seat in Millwall in 
1993, the party will be ready to take proper 
advantage of it with a more modern outlook 
plus the right p.r. and elections-orientated 
ethos. 

The word which keeps popping up regarding 
the BNP’s campaign is ‘slick’. Since 1997 
when the party was last put to any kind of 
national test, the BNP has built up an efficient 
party machine. It is as yet still small but, given 
the resources available, it is highly effective. 

Labour proved the efficiency of ‘the 
machine’ with devastating effect leading up 

to the 1997. General 
Election campaign. The 
BNP is now on the same 
road. The last two years 


with the party’s modernist agenda have made 
all the difference. The quality of the intake of 
the party’s “class of ’97” was of a very high 
order. The increase of really talented 
manpower available to the party has been a 
revelation. Early indications are that the party’s
